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Examiner's rejections have been overcome, and respectfully 
request that they be withdrawn. 



The Examiner rejected claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as 
allegedly unpatentable over Shuman (Proc. Natl. Acad. Scr. USA, 
November 1992) in view of Bjornson et al . (Biochemistry, December 
1994) and Eggleston et al . (Nucleic Acids Research, April 1996), 
of record. 

in response to the Examiner's rejection of claims 1-8, applicants 
respectfully traverse, and maintain that the Examiner has f axled 
to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. 

The rejected claims and cited references have been discussed in 
applicants' September 10, 2001 Amendment. 

TO establish a prima facie case of obviousness, the Examiner must 
demonstrate three things with respect to each claim. First, the 
cited references, when combined, teach or suggest every element 
of the claim. Second, one of ordinary skill would have been 
.motivated to combine the teachings of the cited references at the 
time of the invention. And third, there would have been a 
reasonable expectation that the claimed invention would succeed. 

Applicants maintain that the cited references fail to support a 
prima facie case of obviousness of claims 1-8, in that they fa.l 
ate a motive to combine or a reasonable expectation of 
in support of this position, applicants incorporate 
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herein by reference their remarks xn connection with non- 
obviousness set forth in the September 10, 2001 Amendment. 

in view of the above remarks, applicants maintain that the 
Examiner has fa.led to set forth a pri.a facie case of 
obviousness, and that accordingly, claims 1-8 satisfy the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) . 

applicants maintain that pending claims 1-8 are in condition for 
allowance, and respectfully request allowance of these cla..s .
